The executives of our State

To no one’s surprise, it was 
reported on a recent TV news 
analysis that five months ago, 
while the neutralist government 
of Souvanna Phourma was stili 
in power, America was doing 
all it could to change the re- 
gime.. Our economic aid was 
supporting the neutralist Pre- 
mier; our military mission was 
training the neutralist army, 
which included rightist and com- 
munist; and to top it off the 
super-secret CIA was busy re- 
cruiting rightists to revolt 
against the “sin of neutralism.”

the neutralist government, both 
America, and the pro-Commu- 
nist Pathet Lao (whose presence 
in a compromise cabinet was re- 
sisted by the U.S.) find them- 
selves in the current struggle. 
The criticism of our allies Brit- 
ain and France seem reasonable 
in this situation: that Laos, 
which borders on Ked China and 
Communist North Vietnam, 
could only be a source of con- 
flict if it were anything but neu- 
tral in the Cold War.

However, the mayor was 
too busy to direct the city, coun 
ty and state police who met 
us aS we neared the downtown 
area. There were 1000 of us. in 
groups of 75—each with two 
leaders. Our hastily printed 
posters said: “Give Us Our Stu- 
dents Back,” “We Will Not 
Fight Mobs,” “No Violence,” 
“We Want Our Rights: We Are 
Americans, Too.’ 

As we reached the police line 
up, the mayor stepped forward 
and ordered us to disperse with- 
in three minutes. But the police 
did not wait: they started shoot-

ing tear gas bombs at once. One 
policeman, turning on me, ex 
plained: “I want you' and 
thereupon aimed one of the 
bombs directly at me 

The students moved back 
toward campus. Several girls 
were taken to the university 


hospital to be treated for burns 
Six students were arrested, 
bringing the total arrests for 
the day to 35. Bond was set at 
$500 each and within two days 
all were out 

The 11 of us arrested on Feb- 
uary 20 were tried on March 17 
There was no second postpone- 
ment. The trial started promptly 
at 9:30. Five additional charges 
had been made against us, but 
were subsequently dropped. 
During the trial, Judge Rudd 
tried to keep race out of the 
case. He said it was not a fac- 
tor in our arrest. But we realize 
it was the sole factor. The 
mayor in his testimony used the 
word “nigger” freely. We were 
convicted and sentenced to 60- 
days in jail or a $300 fine. All 
11 had agreed to go to jail but 
three paid fines upon advice of 
our attorneys. 

So, here I am serving a 60 
day sentence along with seven 
other CORE members. When [I 
get out, I plan to carry on the 
struggle. I feel I shall be ready 
to go to jail again if necessary.

John Dille, Sacramento State 
College swept its weekend slate 
of games with an 82-68 win over 


the Cal Aggies Saturday and a 
59-45 conquest of Humboldt 


State College Friday 

Dille contributed 43 counters 
for the two contests in leading 
the Hornets to a 2-0 mark in 
Far Western Conference play 
Saturday night saw the aroused 
Aggies cuta 17 point deficit late 
in the first half to a 62-58 
margin with 7:43 remaining in 
the game 

However, Dilie hit a 20 footer, 
Les Kuhnz canned a long jump- 
er and Bill Baker a layup for a 
68-58 lead at the 5:55 mark.
